Weeds are Spreading 


‘| Farmers Should Wage a Ceaseless War 


Against the Pest _ 

“Many. of the weeds are getting 
ahead of the farmers and, unless me- 
thods of control are put into practice 
at once, the weeds will gain the upper 
hand.” This is how F. C, Nunnick, 
of the Commission of Conservation, 
sizes up the weed situation in Canada. | 
In. regard to wild oats, he reports that; 
in 1910 one hundred farms were visited ° 
in each of the Prairie Provinces, and 
on one hundred per cent. of the Man- 
itoba farms wiid oats were found. In 
Saskatchewan, seventy-one per cent., 
and in Alberta three per cent reported 
wild oats. Jn 19J1, on the same farms 
in Alberta, thirty-one per cent, report- 
ed wild oats, while in 1912 a still 
larger number reported this weed, 
showing that it was travelling west- 
ward with a vengeance. In the dis- 
tricts visited in 1913, wild oats’ were 
reported by eighty-three per cent. of 
the farmers. 

3all mustard, Canada thistle, stink- 
weed and wild oats were reported in 
the Prairie Provinces 
fifty-three per cent. of the farms vis- 
ited, and some of these weeds were , 
reported on scventy-nine per cent. of 
the farms. {n Eastern Canada couch 
grass and ox-eye daisy were reported 
on seventy-three per cent. of the farms 
and ‘sow thistle on thirty-four per cent. 

Chis is bad enough, but in every case 

all these weeds were rapidly spreading, 

and will continue to do so unless some- 

thing more is done to check their ad- 

vance, :

Prisoners’. Cruel Treatment 


Winnipeg. Soldier, Just Back From 
Germany, Describes Fright- 
ful Conditions — > 


A graphic tale of the cruelties in-’ 
flicted on British. and Canadian pris- 
oners of war is told by Pte. Robert 
D. Lang of Winnipeg, who for ten 
months was a prisoner in a: German 
internment camp. Captured at Ypres 
after lying on the field of battle with 
half his foot shot away, he was starv- 
ed for three days,, and: for three days 
more lay starving in a dirty cattle car 
on his.way to Germany. Even on ar- 
rival in the camp proper attention 
was not given him, and he was rough- 
ly, almost brutally doctored. When 
he had sufficiently recovered he was 
put to work in quarries and salt mines, 
with nothing but two cups’ of baked 
acorns mixed with the water, called 
coffee, a slice of black bread and some 
watery soup for his rations. | 

We-were-nearly starved-to death,” 
he said. “As long as we were there we 
received nothing but the black bread 
and the watery mixture called soup’ 
Many insults, which we were power- 
less to avenge, were: thrown at us, 
|and the guards kicked us when they 
took a notion, just for fun. Out of 
forty parcels which I know to have 
been sent to me I received only 
| twelve.” 

Ten months of such treatment, 
coupled with the after-effects of a 
badly healed wound, was sufficient to 
lrender him unfit for further active 
| service, and in February of this year 
he was exchanged along with seven 
‘other Canadians. At the camp were 
seventy other prisoners, mostly mem- 
| bers of the 15th Battalion (Toronto 
Highlanders). It was at Gottingen 
that he was interned. ‘
